Toma­ 
toes should be ripened well on the 
vine, as should Winter squash. 
Cantaloupe are at their best when 
they need not be pulled from the 
stem, but roll off the vine at a 
touch.

wish to use green tomatoes for 
special dishes or for canning, or 
they may wish to allow beans to 
grow to the dry bean sta^e.

At 
the very outset Solomon did away 
uith his eldest brother, Adonljah. 
who had claimed the throne as his 
by right of birth. In addition Solo 
mon executed two generals who had 
supported Adonljah, and banished a 
third.

no disaffection. 
Such an attitude 
was, of course, fur from pleasing to 
the people. The Hebrews regarded 
their nation as a democracy, and 
they '« it the king ought to be then 
servant, not their master. 

Solomon, 
with the aid of the military organ!
